prosperity of this nation. 


It must be made known to the 


future immigrants that in coming 
here, they arc offered the priceless 
boon of perfect freedom in exchange 
for loyalty to our constitution and 
our 
flag. 
They are no longer to 


be the subjects of despotic rulers 
either in limited or absolute mon- 
archies, 
but 
to become 
citizens, 


sharing in the sovereignty of the 
people who in this country, through 
the ballot box in elections, exercise 
sovereign power.

1 felt It 


i also Injurious to our own Interests 
China had entered the war under 


our advice and that by the transfer

"My own opinion is that the decision 


was an 
unfortunate one, that the 


cased territory of Kiao Ciiow and the 
railways and mines of Shantung ordl- 
aarily would have gone to China at the 
conclusion of peace; that they bad been 
taken from China by force and by an 
act of piracy.

IMMIGRATION 


The immigration committee of the 


national house has reported in favor 


of a bill to prohibit for a period 


of two years the coming hero of all 
unskilled 
laborers 
from 
foreign 


countries. 


This is u sweeping proposition and 


one which requires the greatest care 
and consideration. 
Since the close 


of -the wnr, there has been a great 
demand for passports from these 
shores'to foreign 
countries 
that 


have been engaged in the war. Immi- 
grants who had come here and 
amassed a little money see an op- 
portunity to invest it to advantage 
iu their home lands now recover- 
ing from the destructive effects of 
the war. 


There is no teUing to what ex- 


tent this movement will grow dur- 
ing the next two or three years, as 
conditions improve both here and 
abroad and as the work of recon- 
struction gains in scope with tho 
general resumption 
of 
industrial 


and commercial activity. 


Already there is evidence of a 


scarcity of labor in this country, 
particularly in the farming districts 
of the middle and western states. 
Should that scarcity become more 
acute, it might work great hardship 
and injury to the country by reduc- 
ing the production of food. 


It thus appears that as a mat- 


ter of public necessity, it might be 
advisable to permit a restricted form 
of immigration to the states where 
labor is most needed. 
In future 


there will be a more careful scru- 
tiny as to the class of immigrants 
to be admitted to this country. Only 
those will .be nllowed ,to enter who 
come with the intention of assuming 
fhe responsibilities of citizenship and 
remaining here permanently. 
The 


most extreme 
measures 
must bo 


adopted'to exclude the dangerous 
elements which 
have 
been 
freely 


admitted in the past. 
Not only 


this but many of those who al- 
ready have located here, must be 
deported. 


It should bo remembered, however,

Chairman Frederick J. Macleod of the 
public service commission in a state- 
ment issued by him, 


The statement shows 
the various 


fare increases allowed In the case of 
11 principal street railway companies 
since 191 y with the comparative rev- 
enue results 
under successive 
fare 


schedules. It says: 


"When-it is pointed out (hat inter- 


urban fares in Massachusetts are now 
generally on the basis of about 
2!i 


cents a mile, that a straight 
10-ccnt 


fare is now charged in 23 of our cit- 
ies, and a seven-cent fare, with a 6 V4 
cent or 6U cent ticket rate in the re-

State senators and 
representatives 


were required in the old days to be 
men of property, tho requirement for 
a senator being that he be possessed 
of a. freehold of at least threo hundred 
pounds, or of personal property of the 
value of sir hundred pounds.
